A newspaper in Ohio, accord in g to 
an exchan ge, recen tly brought suit 
again st forty -three men who would 
n ot pay their subscription s, an d ob­ 
tain ed jud gmen t in each case for the 
amoun t of each claim. 
Of these 
twen ty -eight mad e affid avit that they 
own ed n o more than the law allowed , 
thus preven tin g attachmen t; then , un ­ 
d er d ecision of the supreme court, 
they were arrested for petty larcen cy 
an d boun d over in the sum of $300 
each. 
All but six wen t to jail. The 
n ew postal law makes it larcen y to 
take a n ewspaper an d refuse to pay 
for it. 


Bo und to Co me. 
It is reported that there is a move­ 
men t at Brain erd an d westward look­ 
in g to the removal of the S t Cloud 
lan d office to that place. This was 
attempted four y easr ago, but the 
d emocrats d efeated the scheme. The 
republican s are most in terested n ow. 
Can they d o as well? It is n ot im­ 
probable that the office will be re­ 
moved ere lon g, un less there is a re­ 
arran gemen t of d istricts, somethin g 
that is very n ecessary .-—St. Cloud 
Times. 
Even the d emocratic Times ad mits 
that the office should be removed to 
a more cen tral location in the d istrict 
They would like to see the d istrict re­ 
arran ged . however, so they could hold 
it.

A special telegram from Washin g­ 
ton say s that Secretary Noble on 
Mon d ay d ecid ed a case which has 
been in d ispute man y y ears. 
It in ­ 
volved the title to a quarter-section of 
pme lan d in Crow Win g coun ty . 
Mian ., which was en tered by Herbert 
Sin ead , who mad e fin al proof an d 
sold it to Clough Brothers, of Min n e- 
ajiolis. 
Gov. Marshall, as special 
agen t of the Un ited States, first called 
atten tion to 
the en try . 
Sen ator 
‘•Dave” Clough has fought the case 
very hard . 
It has been in the gen e­ 
ral lan d office several times an d to 
j the in terior d epartmen t twice. 
To- 
! d ay it was d ecid ed 
ad versely to 
! Clough Brothers, who in their testi- 
| mon v said they purchased the tract 
for $1,100 for the pin e there was on it. 
Secretary Noble say s he is con vin ced 
that Sin ead 's proof was false, an d the 
en try is held for can cellation . 


To Test the Law. 
G. F. Swift, the packer, haa com­ 
men ced a suit again st May or Sutphin , 
of Duluth, the d ecision of which will 
d etermin e whether or n ot the Min n e­ 
sota d ressed meat law is con st it u 
tion al. The case will be d ecid ed by 
Jud ge Blod gett, of Chicago, n ext 
week. 
It seems that about a y ear 
ago Swift an d Johu B. Sutphin mad e 
an agreemen t to form a partn ership 
for the sale of d ressed meats in Min ­ 
n esota. A forfeit of $7500 was put 
up by either sid e, con d ition ed upon 
each keepin g the con tract. May or 
Sutphin was un able to keep the agree­ 
men t, owin g to the lately passed 
hoof-ius]lection law, an d Packer Swift 
has begun suit again st him. 
While 
osten sibly to recover the $7500 for­ 
feit, the action is in reality to test the 
d ressed meat law. 
This law is set up as Sutphin 's d e­ 
fen se, while the poin t mad e by the 
other sid e of course argues that the 
Min n esota law is un con stitutson al be­ 
cause it in terferes with the provision 
of the fed eral con stitution givin g con ­ 
gress the poorer to regulate commerce 
an d also that it in frin ges ujiou the 
privileges an d immun ities gran ted by 
the con stitution to citizen s an d is a 
restrain t of trad e.

place, by establishing it, we have co m­ 
pleted the half circle o f British co lo ny 
which no w ex tends in unbro ken suo 
cex x io n between Capeto wn and Natal, 
thus making us virtual pro tecto rs o f the 
who le seabo ard and po rts between thine 
two fio ints. In the seco nd place, we have 
kept o ut o ther natio ns—the Germans 
and the Dutch, fo r instance — who ha\ e 
fo r so me time cast a lo njring eye upo n 
the fertile plains o f Po ndo land 
The Po ndo s are a rieh natio n ao far 
s.* cattle i# co ncerned, and their co untry 
allo w* them to gro w mealies and co rn 
and to bacco in pro fusio n w itho ut much 
tro uble and labo r. 
Po ndo land is very 
mo untaino us, and at the same time ex ­ 
tremely well w atered. 
The sea sho re 
is co vered with bruwh and fo rest. 
The 
principal trade o f the co untry enter* 
Po ntjo lnnd acro ss the river Fintumvuna 
fro m Natal, o r hr way o f Urn tat a fro m 
King William’s To wn thro ugh Tembn- 
land. w hich lies immediately so utheast. 
The ex j» *» rtii o f Po ndo land are princi­ 
pally hides, ho rn and cattle. 
The trad­ 
er* o f the co untry have been hitherto 
jut'aw * and o ther adven us » u* ]H-r*o us 
who hare cho sen to r *ide 
beyo nd 
Briti-ii jurisdictio n. 
In many case* 
tbe% have ex ercised a wise discretio n. 
The Po ndo men lead very la/y lives, 
fhey •earetdv ever c 
leave to the wo men 
the mealie g« r U n> 
wo o d and drawing 
bo vs they ieav 
It is difficult t< 
and thieve, and cheat, and insufficiently 
lo rmidabk' numbers (rendering re*iit- 
ance impo *-.ble) - ttack a # to re, carry 
off the go o d* o f iho unhappy hto re- 
kecper. and murder him if h* pro tect* 
to o vehemently at the lo ss o f hi* 
blankets and rum. 
They are an ami­ 
able race alto gether. 
Po ndo land co n* 
taiui* plants o f valuable m*-dicina' pro p 
ertics, and the number o f po iso ns*n the 
co untry Is very large. 
The Po ndo do es 
no t scruple to make use o f the latter 
whenever o ccasio n requires an o bjec­ 
tio nable perso n to be quietly "remo ved. *’ 
The grace, o r veldt, o f the co untry i« , 
as a rule, to o rich fo r sheep, but is ad­ 
mirably Miited to cattle and ho rses, 
which arc v« ry numero us. 
There are 
very few Bo ers, if any, in the co untry, 
mo st o f the trailers being British o t 


S n pin half-cast*.

A New Sty le of Cars. 
The N. P. has juat received twen ­ 
ty 
n ew 
colon ist 
sleepers 
from 
Barn ey , Smith & Co. that are mod els 
of l>eauty , con ven ien ce an d oomfort, 
an d con tain man y improvemen ts over 
the ord in ary colon ist sleeper, or so- 
called tourist car, gen erally in use. 
Each car has fourteen section s with 
gen tlemen ’s toilet room in on e en d , 
an d the lad ies’ room, supplied with 
marble-toj>i>ed washstamt an d force 
pump, in the other. In on e en d of 
the car is a Baker tire-proof heater, 
which heats the car by mean s of hot 
water con d ucted through pipes. 
In 
the op|» osite en d of the car is a cook­ 
in g ran ge surroun d ed by good kitch­ 
en facilities. 
Opposite this ran ge is 
a twen ty gallon cooler for d rin kin g 
water, also a large tauk hold in g seven ­ 
ty gallon s of water for gen eral use. 
These cars are fin ished in n atural 
wood s ash, maple an d buttern ut,— 
liean tifuUy polished , an d at n ight are 
lighted up with eight Acme lamps 
exactly similar to those in use on 
Pullman sleepers. 
The section s are 
d ivid ed by slid in g head board s, effect­ 
in g a privacy n ot possible in the pre­ 
sen t sty le of cars where the section s 
are separated by a wire n ettin g. 
An 
in gen ious arran gemen t of the seats 
en ables them to 1*» exten d ed flat or 
with head rests when prepared for 
l>ed d in g, an d un d er each seat is a box 
in which can be stored bed d in g or 
small baggage. In each section there 
is also provid ed a movable table 
similar to those in use in Pullman 
cars, which is extremely con ven ien t 
for man y purjioees. 
All cars are pro­ 
vid ed with curtain rod s. 
Notwith­ 
stan d in g the fact that the Northern 
Pacific employ s a porter to look after 
these slee|>erH, all hold ers of secon d 
class Mon tan a an d 
Pacific Coast 
tickets are allowed to use them free 
or charge . The Northern Pacific has 
a greater n uml>er of these sleepers in 
service than 
an y other tran scon ­ 
tin en tal lin e, their total equipmen t 
n ow amoun tin g to G3 cars. 
It is 
clear that in provid in g for the com­ 
fort of the travelin g public, the 
Northern Pacific, with its n ew vesti- 
buled d in in g an d sleepin g cars an d 
sujien or accommod ation s for secon d 
class passen gers, lead s all its com­ 
petitors.—The In d epen d en t.

Sio ux F a l i a S. D.. July 1ft.— After the in 
tro duetio n o f several reso lutio ns the sixth 
day o f the co ustitutio n al co nv entio n pro ved 
to be the m o st interesting o f the 
sessio n. 
Y esterday the stan din g co m m ittees were ap 
po inted, and to -day a m o tio n prevailed th a t 
th e co n stitutio n be read by the title o f th ea r- 
ticle and th a t each article be referred to thb 
ap p ro p riate co m m ittee. 
Thereupo n Presi­ 
dent tdg e rto n declared th a t he did n o t be- 
liev ethis co nv entio n co uld muke uny changes 
in the co nstitutio n o f 18 8 5 o th er th an tho se 
specifically m entio ned in the o m nibus bill, 
and 
th a t, so believing, 
he 
wo uld n o t 
refer 
the articles 
to 
the 
respective 
co m m itees. 
The co nv entio n co uld do so if 
it wished. After a ew articles had ls*en re­ 
ferred by m o tio ns, the president saw th a t it 
was so ap p aren t to w hat co m m ittees the a r­ 
ticles sho uld go th a t he yielded fo r a m o m ­ 
ent o r two . but when the wo rk had lieen half 
do ne he called Spo o ner o f K ingsbury to the 
chair and to o k the do o r. 
He declared th a t, 
o s it was no t co m petent fo r this co nv entio n 
to m ake any change in the co n stitutio n ex­ 
cept as pro vided, he th o ug h t the reference 
o the co nstitutio n was quite unnecessary 
and fraught 
with danger, ('o ugress had 
clearly defined the line, and the line sho uld 
n o t be cro ssed. Caldwell o f M innehaha re­ 
plied th a t such interference was necessary in 
o rder th a t the co nv entio n m ight be able to 
determ ine w hat po rtio ns co uld l*e changed 
under the enabling act. Jo llev . Davies and 
o thers favo red reference, and fedgerto n then 
said if the o nly o bject was to give the co m- 
mitt« « *» a little pro minence, and hav e it un­ 
dersto o d th a t no changes were to be m ade, 
he wo uld w ithdraw his rem arks. 
A lew changes arc adm itted to be desirable 
bu t will n o t be attem pted fo r feur th a t the 
president will no t issue his pro clam atio n in 
case the co n stitutio n ratified in No vem ber 
sho uld no t Is- the identical co nstitutio n ra ti­ 
fied in May. with o nly such changes as are 
specified.

Sio ux F al l s , July 12.— The co m m ittee

and fo rty senato r» . This wo uld give Minne­ 
h ah a co unty two senato rs an d six represen 
tativ es. 
A petitio n has been received fro m 
residents o f the no rthern p art o f the co unty 
asking th a t th eco uuty be divided in to tw o 
legislative districts. As Sio ux Falls co ntuins 
m o re th an half the po pulatio n o f the entire 
co unty, the o bjects o f the petitio ners is to 
hav e o ne sen ato r and perhups three rep­ 
resentativ es independent o f the influence o f 
Sio ux Falls.

A co llec­ 
tio n o f arbitrary expedients, if suffi- 
dentiy large, may serve to r repro - 
ducing o rdinary disco urse; but the 
inventiveness o f the repo rter, o r the 
o ld cumberso me lo ng-hand, must be

terms o r pro vincialisms, are en« -o un- 
ternl. 
A system, to Is* scientific, 
must have a basis o f principle; te* so 
relatetl to kno wn s« i»*nc«*s as to te 
quickly apprehended: so facile as to 
te e« |iml to any emergency o fsjieed, 
dialect, bo rro wed wo n Is o r fo reign 
name o r accent. Th« * Pitman pho n­ 
o graphy meets these requirements. 
No mat ter who t clialiges t h** la nguuge 
may undergo , it will te im|H>ssilJe 
fo r it to extend teyo nd the capabili­ 
ties o f this far-reaching system. It 
is a« lapt« *d, first o f all, to the human 
vo ice in general and, incidentally, to 
the English language in particular.

The moving “ picture” from be­ 
ginning to end is vividly rea l. 
A 
tra pper, wea ry with his long ride 
a cross the pra ine, tethers his horse 
a nd, throwing 
himself 
upon the 
ground, fa lls into a deep sleep. 
Pre­ 
sently from a neighboring clump of 
bushes, where he ha s been hiding, a 
ha ng-dog-looking fellow comes snea k­ 
ing a cross the pla in, stea ls noiselessly 
up to the tra pper’s horse, cuts his 
la ria t, bounds on the a nima l’s ba ck 
a nd da shes a cross the pra irie. 
Awa y 
he goes, like the wind; but suddenly, 
a s he furtively looks ba ck, he sees 
rising into view from behind a knoll 
which ha s hidden them from sight a 
ba nd of scouts a nd cowboys. 
Their 
pra cticed eye insta ntly ta ke in the 
situa tion, a nd uncoiling their la ssoes 
a nd digging their rowels into their 
musta ng* they sta rt in pursuit 
The 
scene now becomes exciting. 
The 
horse-thief ma kes desjiera te efforts to 
get a wa y, but the horses of the pur­ 
suers a re fresh, a nd presently a long 
thin la sso begins to whirl a round the 
hea d of the foremost rider in the ha nd 
a nd flying oa t unerringly settles over 
the fugitive’s hea d. 
By a dexterous 
movement of the a rm he throws it 
off; but a lmost insta ntly a second la sso 
settles over his hea d a nd pinions his 
a rms to his body; its owner jerks it 
ta ut, a nd quick a s a fla sh the thief is 
dra gged from his horse a nd a nd 
thrown to the ground. 
Then, with 
wild yells, the ba nd turns a nd hea ds 
for the tree under which the tra pper 
is sleeping, dra gging the ca ptive, still 
fa st to the noose of the la sso, a t full 
length a long the ground. 
The mys­ 
tery is how he ma na ges to live until 
the tree is rea ched. 
On a rriving, no 
time is lost 
A la ria t is thrown over 
a convenient bra nch, a noose is pla ced 
a round the prisoner’s neck a nd the 
other end is fa stened to the pommel 
of a cowboy’s sa ddle. 
At the word 
the cowboy spurs his musta ng a nd 
the condemned ma n shoots up into 
the a ir. 
After his body ha s been 
riddled with bullets it is cut down 
a nd ca rried a wa y, a nd J udge Lynch 
is sa tisfied. 
This gra phic picture of frontier 
justice crea tes the wildest kind of 
enthusia sm, which is only equa led by 
the sensa tion produced by the ena ct­ 
ment of Custer's La st Ba ttle, in which 
fully two hundred scouts, soldier*, 
cowboys a nd Oga lla la Sioux India ns 
pa rticipa te.

To Test the Law. 
G. F. Sw ift the packer, has com­ 
menced a suit against Mayor Sutphin, 
of Duluth, the decision of which will 
determine whether or not the Minne­ 
sota dressed meat law is constitu­ 
tional. 
The case will be decided by 
Judge Blodgett, of Chicago, next 
week.

A forfeit of £7500 was put 
up by either side, conditioned upon 
each keeping the contract. 
Mayor 
Sutphin was unable to keep the agree­ 
ment, owing to the lately passed 
hoof-insj>ection law, and Packer Sw ift j 
has begun suit against him. 
While 
ostensibly to recover the £7500 for­ 
feit, the action is in reality to test the 
dressed meat law. 
This law is set up as Sutphiu’s de- 
feuse, while the point made by the 
other side of course argues that the 
Minnesota law is unconstitutsonal be­

Poudoland is very 
mountainous, and at the same time ex­ 
tremely well watered. 
The sea shore 
Is covered with brush and forest. 
The 
principal trade of the country enters 
Pondoland across the river Urntumvuna 
from Natal, or by way of I n tat a from 
King William's Town through Tembu- 
land, which lies immediately southeast. 
The ex|*.rt* of Pondoland are princi 
pally hides, horn and cattle. 
The trad­ 
er- of the country have been hitherto 
jutiawh and other advemui'ou? persons 
who have chosen to r!'»ide 
beyond 
British jurisdiction. 
In many cases

The lYuulomeii lead very lazy li\e«. 
They scarcely ever <h> any work. They 
leave to the women the cultivation of 
the meatir gardens and the hewing or 
wood and drawing of water.

It is difficult to sav what they do but lie 
and thieve, and cheat, and in sufficiently 
formidable numbers (rendering re-ibt- 
ibcc impossible) -.ttack a store, carry 
off the good.- of the unhappy store­ 
keeper. and murder him if he protest-.

blankets and rum. 
They are an ami­ 
able race altogether. 
Pondoland con­ 
tains plant* of valuable medicinal prop 
ertiea, and the number of poisons *n the 
country is very large. 
The I’ondo does 
not scruple to make use of the latter 
whenever occasion requires an objec­ 
tionable person to be quietly * ‘removed. 
The grass, or veldt, of the country i«, 
as a rule, too rich for sheep, but is ad­ 
mirably suited to cattle and horses, 
which are very numerous.

There has been a continued and steady 
Im provement in the prospects of the w heat 
crop during thy past week. The w eather, 
with the exception of two or three hot days, 
ha* been cool and favorable for the grow th 
nud ripening of the grain, and there have 
been ouinerous local showers in both the 
northern and southern grain sections^ There 
are com plaints from some localities, how­ 
ever, of continued drouth, and there are 
places in Southern M innesota where the 
heat had a slight effect la too rapidly ripen­ 
ing the grain.

Then, also, I counsel you if you want to 
get back to quit nil your bad associations. 
One unholy intimacy will fill your soul with 
moral distemper. 
In all the age* of ihe 
chundi there has not b*eu an instance w here 
a man kept one evil associate and was re­ 
formed. 
Among the 1.400,000,900 of the 
r a c e not one instance. Go home to-day. oj «-n 
your desk, take out letter-puj>er. stamp, and 
envelope, und then write a letter something 
lik»* this: 
“ M y O l u Co m pa n io n s 
I start this day for 
heaven. 
Until I am persuaded you will join 
me in this farewell.” 
Then sign your name and send the letter 
with the first post. Give up your bad c< m- 
panion* or give up heaven. It is not tin 
ba<l companions that destroy a man, nor five 
bad companions, nor three bad companions, 
but one. 
VVhat chance is there for that 
young man I saw along the street, four or 
five young men with him, halting iu front o 
a grog shop, urging him togo In, he re-i*tn g 
—until after aw h ile they forced him to g o in? 
It was a summer night and the door wu* left 
ojten and I saw the process. They held him 
fast and they put the cup to his lips and they 
forced down tfic strong drink.

Chances in land I>e«-iaion«. 
Secretary Noble in a letter to the commis­ 
sioner of the general land offi.-e. modified in 
a very im portant particular, the application 
of the rule as to time of cultivation in ?im 
l»er culture cases. The timber culture net » f 
June 14, 1**7 provides th at "any {>er-< n 
* * * who shall plant, protect,and k*ep 
in healthy growing condition for eight years, 
ten a res of timber on any quarter section 
of the public lam isof the United States * * 
* 
shall be entitled to a patent * * * at 
the e xpiration of said eight years on making 
proof.” etc. Sectiou 2 of this act provides 
th a t "r.o final certificate shall be given or 
patent issued * * * untiltheexpirationof 
eight 
jtu is 
from the 
date of entry.” 
Land Commissioner M acFarland, in a circu­ 
lar of instruction to register* ami receivers, 
dated F’»-b. 1. 1*82, held th at one-half of the 
trees mu*r have actually t*-en growing for 
five years, and the remaining half lor lour 
years, to conform to the terms of the act. 
This interpretation o the law u.t* * rained 
in asulisequent decision, which held th a t the 
pn p.iration of land and planting of trees are 
h< ts of cultivation, and th*' time actually to 
employed should 1-e computed as a part of 
the tight years required in the tim!>er<ul- 
ture cases, aud as the act provided for three 
years 
cultivation ot the land l>efore the 
trees could be planted the effect of the ruling 
was to compute tbe j>eriod of cultivation 
from the date of entry. 
On June 27. 1*87, Commissioner Sparks 
in a circular to register* and receivers di- 
jertcd tb at in computing the period of culti­ 
vation the time runs from the date when the 
total num ler of trees, or cutting required by 
the act are planted “and the final proo!s of 
entry men not having complied with this rule 
were rejected. Secretary Noble in his letter 
to the commissioner sustains the ruling 
made by Commissioner Sparks, but says 
“ Inasmuch us th*- departm ent from the lime 
of the passage ot the bill up to the date of 
June 17. 1**7. erroneously constructed the 
true spirit and intent of tbe act,and in pursu­ 
ance thereof numerous entries have been 
made under the law a* thus prom ulgated, 
am ounting to some 2,500or more, that su< h 
entries should l*e protected under the con­ 
struction thus given the act, givingsuch con­ 
struction all the force and the effect of law. 
Were it not-so great wrong and inconveni­ 
ence wonld result.” The secretary, therefore, 
directs th at the rule in the case of Henry 
Cooper, in point, Is- so modified as to hold 
th u t nil entries made umler tin* act as con­ 
structed Irom Feb. 1. 1 *82. up to June 27. 
1 S87, should pas- to patents, and that all 
entries made after the announcement ol th at 
doctrine should be governed and controlled 
by the principles therein enunciated.

Lively Shoo tins,' Scr»p>. 
Two prisoners—W. A Smith and Richard 
N. Mansfield—broke from the county jail at 
Cleveland, ()., going through the slate roof. 
Deputy Sheriff Joseph Gohlsoll went to the 
western p art of the city, where one of the 
men lived, and with a policeman lay iu 
wait for the fellows. About midnight a 
carriage containing two men passed along 
the street, Tlie officers called to the occu­ 
pants of the vehicle to stop, and after some 
talk one of the men fired a revolver at the 
policeman. 
He and Gohlsoll opened fire in 
return, a half-dozen shots being exchanges. 
G o h lso ll fell at the first volley, shot through 
the abdomen, and the rig was driven rapidly 
away. 
The wounded officer was taken to a 
hospital, where he now lies in a dying con­ 
dition, and an hour later the rig driven by 
the two men was found a mile from the 
place of the shooting. 
In the buggy was the 
•lead body of one of the men. 
He had been 
shot through the body. 
It was a t first 
thought 
the dead man was Smith, the 
younger of the prisoners, but those who 
knew Smith utterly failed to indentify the 
corpse, and the police are still in ihe dark. 
They think, however, that the dead man 
was up to mischief, for in the buggy were 
found two revolvers, a club, a si rew-driver 
and a pile of rope. The horse, which had 
been stolen in the eastern part of the city, 
was wounded in the hip, and the buggy waa 
riddled with bullets 
It is believed th a t the 
other man was also wounded. 


Joseph Bruno of Morse is in the county 
jail, at Ashland, Wis., awaiting an exami­ 
nation of a charge of being an accomplice in 
the murder of the wife of Joseph Feuchs.

WORKING ON TH E CONSTITUTION. 


S io u x F a l l s S. D.. July 10.—After the in 
troduetion of several resolutions the sixth 
day of the constitutional convention proved 
to be the m ost interesting of the 
session. 
Yesterday the standing:.committees were ap­ 
pointed. and to-day a m otion prevailed that 
the constitution bo read by the title of theur- 
ticle and that each article be referred to tlifc 
appropriate com mittee. 
Thereupon Presi­ 
dent bdgerton declared th a t he did not be­ 
lieve Hub convent ion could inuke any changes 
in the constitution of 1885 othpr than those 
specifically mentioned in the omnibus bill, 
and 
that, so 
believing, 
he 
would 
not 
refer 
the articles 
to the 
respective 
com mi tees. 
The convention could do so if 
it wished. 
After a few article* had been re­ 
ferred by m otions, the president saw that it 
was so apparent to w hat com m ittees the ar­ 
ticles should go that he yielded tor a m om ­ 
ent or two. but when the work had been half 
done he called Spooner of Kingsbury to the 
chair and took the floor. 
He declared th at, 
us it was not com petent for this convention 
to make any change iu the constitution ex­ 
cept as provided, he thought the reference 
o the constitution was quite unnecessary 
and fraught 
with danger. Congress hail 
clearly defined the line, and the line should 
not be crossed. Caldwell of Minnehaha 
re- 
plied that such interference was necessary in 
order th at the convention m ight be a b le to 
determine what portions could lie changed 
under the enabling act. 
Jolley. Davies and 
other* favored reference, and Edgerton then 
said if the only object was to give the com ­ 
m ittees a little prominence, and have it un­ 
derstood th at no changes were to be made, 
he would withdraw his remarks. 
A few changes an* admitted to be desirable 
but w ill not l*e attem pted for fear th at Hie 
president will not issue liis proclam ation in 
case the constitution 
ratified in November 
should not be the identical constitution rati­ 
fied in May. with only such changes as are 
specified 
The clause which lim its the state 
debt to f .100,000 will have to l»e changed, as 
the debt is already about $700,000, nearly 
one-half of which has been contracted since 
the constitution was adopted iu 1886. Judge 
Corson’s m otion not to count the inherited 
territorial debt in reckoning the state debt 
will prevail. 
If so, the state w ill be able to 
borrow m oney for any sum less than $500,- 
000. 


REMODELING V I E OLD CONSTITUTION. 
Sioux F a l l s . S. D., July 11.—There was 
today a continuation of the fight which was 
pending in the constitutional convention ad­ 
journed yesterday, to cut of!’ the possibility 
o f the adoption of any but specified amend­ 
ments. 
First, the question of referring the 
constitution article by article to the vurious 
com m ittees was determined in the affirma­ 
tive, and the whole instrument was separa­ 
ted and divided between the 32standingcom - 
niittees. 
Then a m otion was made to have 
the com m ittees reporttothecouvention what 
change,if any,m ust lie made in order th at the 
constitution m ay com ply with the provisions 
o f 
the 
omnibus 
bill. 
A 
substitute 
was 
offered 
for 
this 
proposition 
directing the several committee* to proceed 
to the discharge of their duties and repost 
to the convention only such changes and 
amendments to the constitution as in their 
judgm ent 
are 
divided 
by. 
or 
are 
necessary, in order to comply with the pro­ 
visions of the enabling act known as the 
omnibus bill. 
Itoth propositions were de­ 
feated. 
From this it is evident th at al­ 
though the convention recognizes the fact 
th at it can only make a limited uutnter of 
amendments with any degree of safety, it 
will not permit its com mittees to be muzzled. 
There was a great deal of talk during the 
debute about “the wisdom ot the com m it­ 
te e s. ’’ "proceeding in order” and “ making 
any am ount of changes if necrewury.” 
A 
com m ittee reported several hundred typ o­ 
graphical, clerical and other minor errors iu 
the constitution, and they were referred to 
the com mittee on phraseology and arrange­ 
ment of the constitution. 


THE APPORTIONMENT. 


Sioux F a l l s , July 12.— The com mittee 
on legislative apportionm ent agreed to the 
proposition of having 120 representatives 
and forty senators. 
This would give Minne­ 
haha county two senators and six represen­ 
tatives. 
A petition has been received from 
residents of the northern part of the county 
asking that the county be divided into tw o 
legislative districts. As Sioux Falls contains 
more than half the population of the entire 
county, the objects of the petitioners is to 
have one senator and perhaps three rep­ 
resentatives independent of the influence of 
Sioux Falls. 
The com m ittee will give full 
hearing to all parties before reporting, and 
the m atter w ill after all probably lie fought 
out in the convention. 


S A T U R D A Y ’S W OR K. 
Sioux 
F a l l s . 
July Id .—All members of 
the constitutional convention who live with­ 
in a half day’s journey have gone home for 
Sunday, and the convention to-day did noth­ 
ing. Committees. however, are ut work, and 
by the middle of the week several im portant 
reports will tie made. 
The com m ittee on 
considering a petition from the Farmers’ al- 
liun e, which is a very strong body in Dako­ 
ta. to adopt the Australian ballot system , 
and also a memorial from the M ethodist con­ 
ference to have the election for state officers 
and the ratification of the constitution at 
different times, and to prevent colonization 
of voters. This is in the interest of the adop­ 
tion of the prohibition eluuse. 
The com ­ 
mittee, however, seems disposed to let the 
general election laws of the territory govern, 
excepting, perhaps,to provide lor resignation 
in towns of 500 votes and upwards. 
The 
plan of having forty-two senators and 120 
representatives 
is 
criticized, 
but 
such 
apportionm ent seemed to cause less division 
or aggregation of counties than any other 
plan proposed, and the com mittee will so re­ 
port. 
The only otherfenture ofbusiness was 
the representation of a design for the great 
seal lor the State of South Dakota, us pro­ 
vided by the constitution. The design was 
referred to the proper com m ittee and the 
contention adjourned till Monday. 


REPO RTS OY COMMITTEES. 
Sioux F alls, July 15.—The constitutional 
convention met to-day, with twenty-nine 
members present. 
The only business done 
was the passage of a m otion requiring ull 
standing com m ittees to report prom ptly, so 
th at such 
portions of the constitution as 
need ne change, which, of course, embraces 
nearly the whole document, may 
be ap­ 
proved and engrossed. 
The com m ittee on 
schedule has decided to report a modification 
of the Australian ballot system s for g o v ­ 
ernment, of elections Oct.*l, on ratification 
of const itution and choice of state officers 
and legislature. 
Fully two-thirds ot the del­ 
egates are prohibitionists, who would gladly 
make prohibit ion a part of the constitution 
were it not th at the omnibus bill provides 
for subm itting separate clause* on prohibi­ 
tion and minority representation. 


NEARLY THROUGH. 
Sioux 
F a l l s , July 16.—Sixty delegates 
were present at the opening of to-d ay’s ses­ 
sion of the convention. It was expected th at 
the work of a number of the standing com ­ 
m ittees would be ready, but with the excep­ 
tion of two reports and a resolution relating 
to the dispatch of business nothing was pre­ 
sented. 
W esteott, of Deuel, the chairman 
of the legislative and adm inistrat ion com ­ 
mittee. and Boucker of McPherson, chair­ 
man of the committee on amendments and 
revision of constitution, reported that the 
articles referred to their com m ittees respect­ 
ively needed no change. 
The reports were madeasj»ecial order lor to ­ 
morrow. 
The judiciary com mittee lias not 
yet completed iis work, but lias decided to 
increase the number of judicial districts. 
Dakota has suffered much from delay in 
court busiucss, and while som e oppose pay­ 
ing too m any salaries, the feeling prevails 
that the number of judges m ust bemcreased. 
There is a m anifest disposition on the part ol 
the many delegates to bring the work of the 
convention to a speedy close. 
This cannot 
Is* done, as the convention m ust aw ait the 
report of the joint com mittee now in session 
at,Bismarck. 
It is notjprobable th at the final 
adjournment will be taken before the second 
week in August.

B i s m a r c k , July, 
11.—The omnibus bill 
made no regular provision for stenographer, 
but on the understanding th at such an ex- 
irense would, in all probability, be allowed 
>y the general government, and for the rea­ 
son th at verbatim reports of all debates will 
aid in the interpretatios of the constitution 
by the courts, Mr. II. M 
Tuttle, of Maudan, 
w ill officiate in that capacity during the s e s ­ 
sions of the constitutional convention. West 
Superior, Wis., formally invited the conven­ 
tion as a bod.v to attend the national water­ 
ways convention to be held in that city on 
Aug. 6. and the invitation was referred to a 
B|*ecial com m ittee of five. The standing com ­ 
mit teesot the convention were then unnouured 
by the president. There are 23 committees, of 
w hich the Democrats receive the chairman­ 
ship of three. 
By request of the convention Gov. Mellette 
delivered an address in the course of which 
he em phatically denounced the frauds on 
the ballot in modern tim es and urged the 
closest attention to keeping it down here 
and 
the 
man who buys, as he who sells 
a vote, should lie made to suffer the full ex­ 
tent. 
He indorsed the secret ballot nnd the 
hearty applause from all the delegates gave 
good indications 
ot th at connection. 
Mr. 
Purcell called attention to the reported in­ 
accuracy o f the boundary line bet ween North 
and South Dakota and moved th at the joint 
commission of the two sections be authorized 
to effect a temporary’ agreement regarding 
th a t line, which m otion was made a special 
order for tomorrow. 
Rev. B. C. Wiley, of 


the N ational Reform A ssociation,by request 
addresed the convention in favor of the in­ 
corporation in the bill of rights of the new 
constiution of a recognition ofthe civil Sab 
bath and of the Alm ighty Ruler and Savior 
ofthe universe. 


A FT E R THE NORTHERN PACIFIC. 


On July 12, Mr. Moore offered the follow­ 
ing, which was adopted: 
Whereas. The road bed and rolling stock 
of the Northern Pacific railroad is at preseut 
by virtue of its charter exempt from ta x a ­ 
tion in this territory; and 
Whereas, It is im portant and necessary 
for this convention to determine whether or 
not said road bed and rolling stork can be 
made subject to taxation under the consti­ 
tution about to be formed: and 
Whereas, Great differences of opinion exist 
as to the power of this convention in the 
premises; now, therefore, be it 
Resolved, 
That the said m atter of the 
power of ibis convention to provide for the 
taxation of said property Is* referred to the 
judiciary com mittee for their opinion there­ 
on, and that said com m ittee be and are here­ 
by instructed to report 
thereon 
within 
one week from this date. 


SOME O F TH E THINGS SUGGESTED. 
Bismarck, July 14.—Messrs. Flem ington, 
Rowe, Pollock and Haugen introduced art­ 
icles providing for a constitutional prohibi­ 
tion o fth e manufacture und sale of intoxicat­ 
ing liquors. 
Mr. Johnson offered a com pact 
with the United States providing for tolera­ 
tion of religious beliefs, disclaim ing all rights 
to unappropriated public lands within the 
lim its of the state, exem pting United States 
lands from taxation, ussuming a due propor­ 
tion of the debt and liabilities ot tin* Terri­ 
tory of D akota previous to the adoption of 
this constitution and ordering the establish­ 
ment and maintenance of public, non-sectar­ 
ian schools. 
Mr. Johnson also offered alon g 
article with nineteen sections, relating to 
corporations. 
C. P. Parsons of Roulette county offered 
an article m aking Bismarck the tem porary 
capital, providing for its permanent location 
by a vote of the people, and forbidding uny 
expenditure for building until the permanent 
location has been dec ided upon. 
Mr. B artlett wished to provide for a legis­ 
lature ol tw o houses, a senator from each 
county and a house consisting of from 75 to 
150 members. 
Mr. B artlett also offered an 
article to consider as fraudulent all ballots 
purporting to be a regular party ticket, but 
having other names printed thereon. 
He 
further pro pood to empower the legislature 
to provide for the qualifications for office­ 
holders. 
Prohibition of the liquor traffic has numer­ 
ous advocates, but the m ajority of the con­ 
vention 
favors 
its 
subm ission as an 
amendment to the vote o fth e people such 
will be the method of its disposal. 
Thy one 
legislative 
body 
idea is 
rapidly losing 
strength, and will scarcely have a hearing in 
the convention; only a few metntiers are now 
thought to be iu its tavor, and they feel the 
weakness of t heir number too much to muke 
nesdless attem pts to carry it through. 
It 
was their purpose to secure in that way le t ­ 
ter representation for som e spurcely settled 
districts, und they now hoj>e to secure this 
by means ot getting one senator from each 
county. 
As regards the subject of minority 
representation, the best that its friends are 
expecting is th at it may be subm itted to a 
vote of the people, but of even this much 
they now express little hope. 


ONE LEGISLATIVE 
BODY. 
Bismarck, July 15.—At to-d ay’s session 
Mr. Stevens introduced, by request the fol­ 
lowing; 
Resolved, That the constitution provide 
th at the legislative authority of this state 
shall rest in a single body, to be called a 
legislative assembly, which shall cousist of 
not less than one hundred members, to l»e 
elected by the people; provided: the legisla­ 
tive assem bly m ay from time to time in­ 
crease the number of members as necessity 
may require. 
While the Introduction of this proposed 
article is a further evidence that the fi iends 
of one legislative body are at work, the ad­ 
vocates of the older and 
more generally 
known scheme of the two houses are not 
idle. 
Prohibition of the liquor traffic came up 
again, Mr. Wallace desiring it incorporated 
in the new constitution, while Mr. Elliott 
wished to have it subm itted to a vote of the 
people, which lust provision was also con­ 
tained in a resolution submitted by Mr. Mil­ 
ler. 
Looking to the preservation of the 
credit of counties und cities, Mr. Flem ington 
introduced the following: “No county, city 
or other municipal corporation shall hereat 
ter become a subscriber to the capital stock 
of any private corporation or association, 
or make any appropriation or donation to 
the same, or in any way Joan its credit.’’Non- 
sectarian schools are provided for in an 
article introduced by Mr. Richardson, who 
also presented a preamble recognizing God 
the father, and declaring in favor ot the 
civil Sabbath. 
Suffrage was. the subject of 
several proposed articles, but none of them 
made any departures from established laws 
of the older states. 
The Australian system 
of balloting cume up and was ordered print­ 
ed, in order to give members an opportunity 
for studying it. 


RAILROADS AND SCHOOL*. 


B i s m a r c k , July 16.—The 
constitutional 
convention of North Dakota, which ha** thus 
far been quiet and conservative, is rapidly 
reaching the point where theclash ofinterests 
will bring the members to an uncovering of 
their positions. 
The question of railroad 
taxation is bound to cut an im portant 
figure, and Chairman Colton, of the com­ 
m ittee on’taxation, to day submitted a prop­ 
osition which has created much discussion. 
He proposes that the govenor, the secretary 
of stute and the state auditor shall consti­ 
tute a board of assessors whose duty it 
shall be to assess each year the railroads ol 
the stute, including road bed, rolling stock 
and ail buildings used for railroad purposes. 
The proposition provides thut in no cast 
sliull a railroad be assessed for less than 
$3,000 nor more than $7,000 per mile. 
There is a strong sentim ent in favor of this 
mode of taxation, but it is being opposed by 
those who favor the gross earnings system . 
whi*h lias been the law under the territorial 
governm ent, and which is satisfactory 
to 
the railroads. 
It is maintained bv some 
that the placing of this power of assess­ 
ment iu the hands of the state would be a 
dangerous experiment. 
The convention is 
unanimous on one question, und that is the 
protection of the immense grunt of lands 
for school purposes, but they are a little di 
vided as to the plan.

“ While trap p in g lions in the H o t­ 
te n to t country for the H am burg an ­ 
imal house,” said Lawrence J. R ay­ 
mond, a wild anim al hunter, “ I had 
opportunities for seuing the king of 
beasts a t his best and for m aking 
close observations, of bis character.

H ad 1 moved my arm s to 
get my pistol the beast would have 
lowered his 
head anti seized my 
th ro a t. So long as I lay quiet he 
would reason th a t I was dead and 
give his atten tio n to the natives. 
“All of a sudden I harked out like a 
dog, followed by a growl, and th a t 
beast jumped fifty feet in liis surprise. 
He came down between me and the 
natives and I turned enough t-e see 
th a t his tail was down and he was 
scared. 
1 uttered more harks and 
growls, hut w ithout m oving a hand, 
and after m aking a circle clear around 
me the lion suddenly bolted and went 
off w ith a scare th a t would last him 
a week.”

Over all was a laconic 
exhortation of industry und thrift, 
“ Produce all you can; spend with 
econom y.” The notes were printed 
in blue ink, on pajier m ade lrom the 
fiber of the m ulberry tree.

sue, in 1499 B. C., is carefully pre­ 
served in the Asiatic Museum a t St. 
Petersburg.

The city has so long 
been know’n for cheap and easy di­ 
vorces th a t its population is perhaps 
divided into sm aller families than 
any where else. 
When husband and 
wile are separated, each figures in the 
directory, as do all their children of 
age to earn a living for themselves. 
So the census m ust be waited for to 
test Chicago’s pretentions. 


SYSTEMS OF SHORT-HAND. 


A IHacrlnilnatlnor Review of th# More Popalar 
Method* of Brief Writ In*. 


PROF. ELDON 
MORAN, ST. LOUIS, MO. 
Persons not informed think there 
arescoresof system s of short-hand 
in common use—about as m any dif­ 
ferent system s as reporters, some 
suppose. This is a g reat m istake. 
In Germ any there are hut two in 
common us**; only ab o u t three in 
France, and iri America n o t more 
th an half a dozen w orthy of notice. 
There are, of course, more than six 
au th o rs—perhaps two dozen. They 
are teachers, not inventors. A great 
m ajority of them advocate the P it­ 
m an system . We hear of the sys­ 
tem s of Longley, Munson, Burnz, 
Scott-Brow ne, G raham and others. 
They are all Pit man, however, and 
the distinction in name is m ade for 
convenience mainly. These writers 
differ in detail, and th a t is about all. 
It would n o t he seriously claimed 
th a t they were the originators of 
the system they present. 
A few characteristic differences be­ 
tween the various authors m ay he of 
interest. 
G raham is the shortest but the 
hardest to learn. 
H elm s more bre­ 
vity than is needed, and his system is 
too difficult for m ost ]>eople. 
It is 
quite perfect in w h at m ay be term ed 
th** m at hem atical sense; hut there are 
so m any fine turns and delicately 
contrived characters in his reporting 
sytle, th a t persons only who are 
hard students and possess consider­ 
able artistic ahilility are capable of 
m aking a success of it. 
Munson, of New York, is a clear and 
popular ant hor. 
Scott-Brown**, editor ofthe R eport­ 
ers' Journal, is an old teacher and 
an acute w riter on the theory and 
practice of short-hand. 
Longley, of 1 alifornia, sticks pretty 
close to the Pitm an, and his hooks 
are clear!v w ritten, and unusually 
well suited to the purpose ot instruc­ 
tion. 
W atson, of M aryland, has produc­ 
ed an exceptional book, both in re­ 
gal’d to the originality of its princi­ 
ples, and the novelty of its teaching. 
Lindsley, au th o r of Takigruphy, 
transform s th e system completely, 
m aking use of the old Pitm an m at­ 
erial in constructing what is known 
as the connective vowel system . 
His 
correspondirjg style is easy to read 
and quickly learned, hut bein# too 
slow for reporting purposes, is not 
popular. 
Cross, off Iticago, au th o r of “ Eclec­ 
tic Short hand,” presents an entirely 
original system , of which one main 
feature is th a t it is not phonetic, hut 
is w hat may l>e term ed o rthograph­ 
ical, following the old sp *lliug to a 
large extent. 
liis alphabet is deriv­ 
ed, not lrom the circle, like the Pit­ 
man, hut from the ellipse, after ths 
m anner o f the German systems. His 
m ethod is quickly learned, hut the 
notes are not easy to read. 
P«*rnin,of D etroit, has translated 
and adapted the French light-line 
system of Duployo. Connective vow­ 
els are used and consonant position 
discarded. This system is legible 
hut n o t exceedingly rapid. 
A few other authors, each popular 
in his own sphere, and more or less 
known to fame, are the following: 
Osgood by, of Rochester: Haven and 
Humphrey, of Philadelphia. Howard 
and Palm er, of Cincinnati; Bishop,of 
New York; Aden, of Boston; Barnes 
and Rogers, of St. Louis; Kimball,of 
Chicago; Marsh, of San Francisco; 
M orris, of M assachusetts; Thornton, 
of Buffalo; Scovil, of New York; Day, 
of Cleveland; Hall, of Milwaukee and 
others. 
Isaac Pitm an, inventor of phono­ 
graphy, the m ost popular of nil sh o rt­ 
hand system s, began publishing half 
a century ago. 
Within this time 
the 
sale 
of 
Ins 
principal 
instruction 
hooks 
may 
he 
roughly estim ated as follows: The 
“ Reporters * Com panion,” about one 
hundred and forty-five thousand cop­ 
ies; th e ‘M anual.’ four hundred and 
seventy.five thousand: the Teacher.” 
nearly one and a q uarter million. He 
also published a dictionary, a phrase 
hook, and various lesser works. His 
weekly Journal num bers 20,000 sub­ 
scribers. This, however, does not con­ 
vey an adequate idea o fth e extent 
to which the system of which he is 
the 
chief originator 
has spread 
abroad. 
Various teacher* and au ­ 
thors, em bracing Mr. P itm an’s own 
brothers and sons, have published 
books, m any of which have m et with 
a large sale. The m anual of Bonn 
Pitm an, 
the chief 
American 
au ­ 
thor, has sold to the extent of about 
400,000copies. The P itm an system , 
as a whole, iu its present state of 
perfection, is a grow th the result of 
alm ost countless experim ents made 
by 
conscientious 
workmen 
and 
thoughtful writers. 
Each author 
has to some extent modified his own 
original presentation of the system; 
but none, perhaps, have made so 
m any changes as Mr. Pitm an himself. 
One of the inevitable consequences of 
this gradual developements is th a t 
reporters who learned ten, twenty, 
o r th irty years ago, write the system 
som ewhat differently from each other, 
and a style differing also from the 
system as it is tau g h t today. The 
system as presented by the inventor 
is th a t m ost employed in England 
and th«* British Provinces. The Benn 
P itm an system is the one m ost fol« 
lowed in America. 
A S C IE N T IF IC S Y S T E M . 
To he broadly capable, readily ac­ 
quired and easily remembered, a 
short hand system m ust he scientific 
—n o t merely expeditious. 
A collec­ 
tion of arb itra ry expedients, if suffi­ 
ciently large, m ay serve for repro­ 
ducing ordinary discourse; hut the 
inventiveness of the reporter, or the 
old cumbersome long-lmnd, m ust he 
resorted to w hen newly coined words, 
unusual 
proper 
names, technical 
term s or provincialism s, are encoun­ 
tered. 
A system , to he scientific, 
m ust have a basis of principle; he so 
related to known sciences as to he 
quickly apprehended; so facile as to 
lie equal to any emergency of speed, 
dialect, borrowed words or foreign 
nam e or accent. The P itm an phon­ 
ography meets these requirements. 
No m atter w hat changes the language 
m ay undergo, it w ill he impossible 
for it to extend beyond the capabili­ 
ties of this far-reaching system. 
It 
is adapted, first of all, to the hum an 
voice in general and, incidentally, to 
the English language in particular.

C rockett’s coon or go up like Gild- 
ro y ’s kite— and he has the extreme 
felicity of knowing, as the perspira­ 
tion flows from every pore and the 
rich blood m antles his face and neck, 
th a t everybody in the car is w atch­ 
ing him; th a t everybody is on the 
point of suggesting how’ the thing 
can he done, and th a t everybody 
would speak right out if it were not 
th a t everybody is on the broad grin, 
and an attem p t to speak would re­ 
sult iu a snicker w hich would spread 
through the car like Yellow Jack in 
the tropics.—Boston Transcript.

| passed their last winter, hut they 
have not l*een heard of so far north 
j tot collie years. On Banks Land 
McClure found very old rem ains ot 
Esquimaux huts, hut the nativ«*s 
south of Banks Land had not: even 
any traditions of people living so 
far north, and the natives of Wollas­ 
ton Land, who would is* m ost likely 
to go there to hunt, have said they 
never go north 
of Prince .\ll>ert 
sound, which is lar southeast ot 
Banks Land. These facts point not 
more to the southerly retreat of the 
Esquimaux than to the gradual ex­ 
tinction of the race. 
Even in south­ 
west Greenland, where under Danish 
rule the hard lot of the natives has 
h<***n considerably am eliorated, they 
are barely keeping up their numbers. 
—New York Sun. 


The Seven Wise Men, 
Most people have heard of th? 
seven wise men of Greece,” hut very 
few know who they were or how they 
came to he called so. 
Here is the story of them nnd the 
m oral of it is worth remembering il 
their names are not: 
The seven wise men of Greece are 
suppo-t'd to have lived in the fifth 
century before Christ. Their names 
are Pitm ens, Bias, Solon, Thales, 
(hilon, Cleobuslus und Periander. 
The reason of their l>eing called 
“wise*” is 
given 
differently 
by 
authors, dut tie* m ost approved ac­ 
counts state th a t as some l oans 
were fishing, certain strangers from 
Miletus brought whatever should be 
in the nets w ithout seeing it. 
When the nets were drawn in they 
were found tocontain a golden tripod 
which Helen, as she sailed from Troy, 
is supposed to have throw n there. 
A dispute arose l»etween the fislter- 
m**n and the strangers as to whom 
it lielonged, and as they could not 
agree, they took it to the Temple ot 
Apollo, and consulted the priestess 
as to w hat should lie done with it. 
She said it m ust l*e given to the 
wisest m an in Greece, and it was nc- 
cordinglv sent to Thales, who de- 
elared th a t Bias was wiser, and sent 
it to him. 
Bias sent it to another one and so 
on, until it had passed through 
th e 
bands of all th e men, afterw ards dis­ 
tinguished by the title of the “Seven 
Wise Men,” and as each one claimed 
th a t some one was wiser than he, it 
finally was sent to the Temple of 
Apollo, where itstill remains to teach 
the lesson th a t the wisest are thf 
m ost distrustful of their wisdom. 


The Devil Cast Out l>y Science. 
Conscientious men still linger on 
who find com fort in holding fast to 
some shred o fth e old belief in dia­ 
bolical possession. The sturdy de­ 
claration in the last century by John 
Wesley, th a t “giving up witchcraft 
is giving up the Bible.” is echoed 
feebly in the la tte r half of this cen­ 
tury by the eminent Catholic ecclesi­ 
astic in France who declares th a t 
“ to deny possession by devils is to 
charge Jesus and his apostles with 
im posture,” and asks. 
“ How can 
the testim ony of apostles, fathers of 
the church, and saints who saw the 
possessed 
and 
so 
declared, 
he 
denied?” 
And a still fainter echo 
lingers in P rotestant England. 
But, 
despite this conscientious opposition, 
science has in 
these latter days 
steadily w rought hand in hand with 
Christian charity in this field, to 
evolve a better future for hum anity. 
The thoughtful physician and the 
devoted clergym an are now con­ 
stantly seen working together: and 
it is not too much to expect th a t 
Satan, having been cast out o fth e 
asylums, will ere long disappear from 
m onasteries and camp m eeting,ever 
in the m ost unenlightened region ot 
Christendom .—Dr. Andrew D. White 
in P opular Science M onthly.

It is the outside of corn, oat3, 
barley and the like, or the bran so- 
called, th a t we sift aw ay and feed to 
the swine, th a t the teeth actually re­ 
quire for their proper nourishm ent. 
The wisdom of man has proven his 
folly, shown in every succeeding gen­ 
eration <if teeth, which become more 
fragile and weak. 
These* flouring 
mills are working destruction upon 
the teeth of every man, woman oml 
child who partakes of their fine bolt­ 
ed flour, 
rhey sift out the carbon­ 
ate and the phospates of lime in or­ 
der th a t they m ay provide th a t fine 
white flour which is proving a whit­ 
ened sephulchere to teeth. 
Oatm eal is one of the ls*st foods 
for supplying the teeth w ith nourish­ 
ment. It makes the dentine, cernen- 
tum and enamel strong, flint-like, 
and able to resist all forms of decay, 
if you have children, never allow any 
white bread upon your table. Bread 
made of whole wheat ground, not 
bolted, so th a t bran which contains 
the m inute quantities of lime is pres­ 
ent, is best. To make a good, whole­ 
some, nourishing bread, take two 
howls of wheat meal and one how l of 
white or bolted flour and m ake by 
the usual process. 
Nothing is supe­ 
rior to brown bread for hone and 
tooth building. This is m ade out ot 
rye meal and corn meal. 
Baked 
beans, too, have a considerable sup­ 
ply ot these lime salts and should lot 
on your table, hot or cold, three 
times a week. 
In brushing the 
teeth always brush up and down 
from the gum instead of across, 
and on the grinding surface of the 
teeth.

WORKING ON TUE CONSTITUTION. 


S iorx F a l l s 8. D.. Ju ly IO.—After the in 
traduction of several resolutions the sixth 
day of the co n stitu tio n al convention proved 
to be the m ost interesting of the 
session. 
Y esterday the standing com m ittees were ap 
pointed, and to day a m otion prevailed th a t 
th e constitution be read by the title of the a r­ 
ticle and th a t each article tie referred to th* 
ap p ro p riate com m ittee. 
Thereupon Presi­ 
dent E dgerton declared th a t he did n o t be- 
lievethis convention could m ake any changes 
in the constitution of I HWG o th er th an those 
specifically m entioned in the om nibus bill, 
and 
th a t, so 
believing, 
he 
would 
n o t 
refer 
the articles 
to 
the 
respective 
<-ommitecs. The convention could do so if 
it wished. 
After a ew articles had been re­ 
ferred by m otions, the president saw th a t it 
was so ap p aren t to w hat com m ittees the a r­ 
ticles should go th a t he yielded for a m om ­ 
ent or two. but when the work had been half 
done he called Spooner of K ingsbury to the 
chair ami took tin* floor. 
He declared th a t, 
os it was not com petent for this convention 
to m ake any chang** iu the constitution ex- 
<*ept as provided, he th o u g h t tire reference 
o the constitution was quite unnecessary 
and fraught 
with dauger. Congress had 
clearly defined the boe. and the line should 
n o t In? crossed. Caldwell of M innehaha re­ 
plied th a t such in terierenee was necessary iu 
o r^ e rth u t the convention m ight be able* to 
determ ine w hat portions could lie changed 
varier the enabling act. J ollev. Davies and 
o th ers favored reference, and fcdgerton then 
sa bl if the only object was to give the com ­ 
m it ties a little prominence, and have it un­ 
derstood th a t no changes were to be m ade, 
he would withdraw his rem arks. 
A low changes are adm itted to be desirable 
b u t will n ot Is* attem pted for fear th a t the 
president will not insue his proclam ation in 
« ase the constitution ratified in Novem ber 
should not lie the identical co n stitution ra ti­ 
fied in May. with only itc h changes as are 
s|tc* ilied 
The clause which lim its the sta te 
debt to $,”*00,000 will have to lie changed, as 
the debt is already about $700,000, nearly 
one-half of which has been contracted since 
th e constitution was adopted in 18*6. Judge 
C orson's m otion not to count the inherited 
territo rial debt iii reckoning the sta te debt 
will prevail. 
If so, the sta te w ill be able to 
borrow m oney for any sum less th an $500,- 
000. 


REMODELING mu: O I.I) CONSTITUTION. 
Sioux F a l l s . S. D., Ju ly l l . —There wa* 
to d ay a continuation of the tight which was 
pending in the constitutional convention a d ­ 
journed yesterday, to cut oft' the possibility 
of the adoption of any b ut specified am end­ 
m ents. 
F irst, the question of referring the 
co n stitution article by article to the various 
com m ittees was determ ined in the affirm a­ 
tive, and the whole instrum ent was se p a ra ­ 
ted and divided between the 32standingcom - 
lnittees. 
Then a m otion was m ade to have 
th e com m ittees report totheeonvention w hat 
change,if any, m ust la* m ade in order th a t the 
constitution m ay comply with the provisions 
of

visions of the enabling act known as the 
om nibus bill. 
B oth propositions were de­ 
feated. 
From this it is evident th a t al­ 
though the convention recognizes the fact 
th a t it can only m ake a limited nom lier of 
am endm ents with any degree of safety, it 
will not jterinit itscom m itteee to be muzzled. 
There was a g reat deal of talk during the 
debate about *tbe wisdom ot the com m it­ 
tee*,." "proceeding in order” and “ m aking 
any am ount of change* if n w e y u ry .” A 
com m ittee reported several hundred ty p o ­ 
g r a p h i c a l , clerical and o th er m inor errors in 
the constitution, and they were referred to 
the com m ittee on phraseology and arran g e­ 
m ent of the constitution. 


THE APPORTIONMENT. 


Siorx F a l l s , Ju ly 12.— The com m ittee 
on legislative apportionm ent agreed to the 
proposition of having 120 representatives 
and forty senator*. Tin* would give Minne­ 
h ah a county two senators an d six represen­ 
tatives. 
A jietition ha* been received from 
resident* of the northern p art of the county 
asking th a t the county be divided into tw o 
legislative district*. As Sioux Falls contains 
m ore than half the population of the entire 
county, the object* of the petitioners is to 
have on# senator and perhu|ie three rep­ 
resentatives independent of the influence of 
Sioux Falls. 
The com m ittee will give full 
hearing to all parties before reporting, and 
the m atter will a rter all probably lie Sought 
out in the convention. 


S a t u r d a y ’s w o r k . 


S io u x 
F a l l s . 
July 1 3 .— All members of 
the constitutional convention who live w ith­ 
in a half d ay ’s journey have gone home for 
Sunday, and the convention to-daydid n o th ­ 
ing. I 'om mittees. however, are a t work, and 
by the middle of the week several im p o rtan t 
reports will Is* made. 
The com m ittee on 
considering J*, petition from the F arm ers’ al­ 
liance, which is a very stro n g boily in D ako­ 
ta , to adopt the A ustralian ballot system , 
and also a memorial from the M ethodist con- 
ferencc to have the election for sta te officers 
and the ratification of the co n stitution a t 
ditfierent tim***, and to prevent colonization 
of voters.

ItE P O HTS OY COMMITTEES. 
Sioux F a l l s , July IG.—The constitutional 
convention m et to d a y , with tw enty-nine 
mem bers present.

It was expected th a t 
the work of a nu rn lier of the stan d in g com ­ 
m ittees would lie ready, but with tho ex**ep- 
tion of tw o reports and a resolution relating 
to the dispatch of business nothing was pre- 
*i a ted. 
W esteott, of Deuel, the chairm an 
of the legislative aud ad m in istratio n com ­ 
m ittee. and Boucher of M cPherson, chair­ 
m an of the commit ie*' on am endm ents and 
revision of constitution, reported th a t the 
article* referred To their comm ittee* respect­ 
ively needed no change. 
The reports were m ade a s[*ecial order tor to ­ 
m orrow . The judiciary com m ittee ha* not 
yet com©Wed it* work, but has decided to 
increase the num ber of judicial districts. 
D akota has suffered much from delay in 
court business, and while some oppose pay­ 
ing to o m any salaries, the feeling prevails 
th a t the nutnlier of judges mu6t be increased.

the National Reform Association.by request 
addreeed the convention in favor of the in­ 
corporation in the bill of rights of the new 
constiution of a recognition of the civil Sab­ 
bath and of the Almighty Ruler and Savior 
oftlie universe. 


A U T E R T H E N O R T H E R N PA CIFIC . 


On Ju ly 12, Mr. Moore offered the follow­ 
ing. which was adopted: 
W hereas. The roud bed and rolling stock 
of the N orthern Pacific railroad i*at present 
by virtue of its ch arter exem pt from ta x a ­ 
tion in this territory; and 
W hereas, It is im p o rtan t and necessary 
for this convention to determ ine whether or 
not said road bed and rolling stock can be 
m ade subject to tax atio n under the consti­ 
tu tio n about to be formed: and 
W hereas, (treat differences of opinion exist 
as to the power of this convention iu the 
premises; now. therefore, be it 
Resolved, 
T hat the said m a tte r of the 
power of this convention to provide for the 
tax a tio n of said property Is* referred to the 
judiciary com m ittee for tneir opinion there­ 
on, and th a t said com m ittee be and are here­ 
by instructed to rep o rt 
thereon 
within 
one week from this date. 


SO M E O F T H E TH IN G * SU G G E ST E D . 
Bismarck, July 14.—Messrs. Flem ington, 
Rowe, Pollock and H augen iutrodu**e<i a r t­ 
icle* providing for a constitutional prohibi­ 
tion of the m anufacture und sale of in to x icat­ 
ing liquors. 
Mr. Johnson offered a com pact 
with the Toited State* providing for to le ra ­ 
tion of religious beliefs, disclaim ing all rights 
to unappropriated public lands within the 
limit* of the sta te, exem pting United S tates 
lands from tax a tio n , assum ing a due propor­ 
tion of the debt and liabilities of the T erri­ 
to ry of D akota previous to the adoption of 
this constitution and ordering the establish­ 
m ent and m aintenance of public, non-sectar­ 
ian schools. 
Mr. Johnson also offered alo n g 
article with nineteen sections, relating to 
corporations. 
C. P. P arsons of R oulette county offered 
an article m aking Bismarck the tem porary 
capital, providing for its perm anent location 
by a vote of the people, and forbidding any 
expenditure for building until the perm anent 
location has been decided upon. 
Mr B artlett wished to provide for a legis­ 
latu re of tw o houses, a senator from each 
county and a house consisting of from 75 to 
IGO members. 
Mr. B artle tt also offered au 
article to consider as fraudulent all ballots 
p urporting to be a regular purty ticket, but 
having other name* printed thereon. 
He 
further propoed to empower the legislature 
to provide for the qualificatious for office­ 
holders. 
Prohibition of the liquor traffic has num er­ 
ous advocates, b ut the m ajority of the con­ 
vention 
favors 
it* 
subm ission os an 
am endm ent to the vote of the people such 
will be the m ethod of its di*i»os<ikl. 
The one 
legislative 
body 
idea is 
rapidly losing 
strength, and will scarcely have a hearing in 
the convention; only a few mem lier* are now 
th o u g h t to be in its favor, and they feel the 
weakness of their num ber to o much to m ake 
needless attem p ts to carry it through. 
It 
was their purpose to secure in th a t way la t ­ 
ter representation for some spurcely settle*! 
districts, und they now ho;** to secure this 
by m eans ol g etting one sen ato r from each 
county. 
As regards the subject of m inority 
representation, the best th a t its friends are 
expecting is th a t.it m ay be subm itted to a 
vote of the people, b ut of even th is much 
they now express little hope. 


O N E L E G IS L A T IV E 
BOHY. 


B i s m a r c k , July IG.—At to -d ay ’s session 
Mr. Stevens introduced, by request the fol­ 
lowing; 
Resolve*!, T h at the constitution provide 
th a t the legislative a u th o rity o f this sta te 
shall rest in a single liodv, to lie called a 
legislative assem bly, which shall consist of 
not less th an one hundred members, to lie 
elected by the people; provided: the legisla­ 
tive assem bly m ay from tim e to tim e in­ 
crease the num ber of member* as necessity 
m ay require. 
While the Introduction of this proposed 
article is a further evidence th a t the friends 
of one legislative body are a t work, the a d ­ 
vocates of the older and m ore generally 
known scheme of the tw o houses are not 
idle. 
Prohibition of the liquor traffic came up 
again. Mr. W allace desiring it incorporated 
iii the new constitution, while Mr. Elliott 
wished to have it subm itted to a vote of the 
fieopie, which lust provision wa* also con­ 
in ined in a resolution subm itted by Mr Mil­ 
ler. 
lo o k in g to the p ro c re a tio n of the 
credit of counties und cities. Mr. Flem ington 
introduced the following: "N o county, city 
o r o th er municipal corporation shell hereat 
ter become a subscriber to the capital stock 
of any p rivate corporation or association, 
o r m ake any ap propriation o r d o nation to 
the same. o r in any way loan its credit.’’Non­ 
sectarian school* are provided for in an 
article introduced by Mr. R ichardson, who 
also precented a pream ble recognizing God 
the father, and declaring in favor of the 
civil Sabbath. Suffrage was the subject of 
several proposed articles, but none of them 
m ade any departures from established law* 
of the older states. 
The A ustralian system 
of balloting came up and was ordered p rin t­ 
ed, in order to give members an opportunity 
for study ing it. 


RA ILRO A D S AND SCHOOLS. 
Bismarck. July 16.—The constitutional 
convention of N orth D akota, which has thus 
far been quiet and conservative, is rapidly 
reaching the point where tbeclash ofinterests 
will bring th** members to an uncovering of 
their positions. The question of railroad 
tax atio n is bound to cut an im portant 
figure, and Chairm an Colton, of the com ­ 
m ittee onjtaxution. to day subm itted a prop­ 
osition which has created much discussion. 
He proposes th a t th* govenor, the secretary 
of sta te und the sta te au d ito r shall consti­ 
tu te a board of assessors whoa** duty it 
shall lie to assess each year the railroads ol 
the state, including road bed, rolling stock 
and all buildings used for railroad purposes. 
The proposition provides th u t in no cum 
shall a railroad lie assessed for less th an 
$3,000 nor m ore th an $7,000 Der mile. 
There is a stro n g sentim ent in favor of this 
mode of tax atio n , b ut it is being opposed by 
those who favor the gross earnings system , 
whi.'h lias been the law under the territo rial 
governm ent, and which is satisfactory to 
the railroads. 
It is m aintained bv some 
th a t the placing of this power of assess­ 
m ent in the hands of the state* would lie a 
dangerous experim ent. 
The convention is 
unanim ous on one question, and th a t is the 
protection of the immense g ran t of lands 
for •< bool purposes, but they are a little db 
Tided as to the plan.

SYSTEMS OF SHORT*RA!fDt 


A Dlirrlmlnstlaar S tills of th* Mer* Popular 
Method* of Brief Writing.

Persons not informed think there 
arescoresof systems of short-hand 
in common use—about as many dif­ 
ferent systems as reporters, some 
suppose. This is a great mistake. 
In Germany there are but two in 
common use; only about three in 
France, and in America not more 
than half a dozen worthy of notice. 
There are, of course, more than six 
authors—perhaps two dozen. They 
are teachers, not inventors. 
A great 
majority of them advocate the Pit­ 
man system. We hear of the sys­ 
tems of Longley, Munson, Iiurnz, 
Scott-Brow ne, Graham and others. 
They are all Pit man, however, and 
the distinction in name is made for 
convenience mainly. These writers 
differ in detail, and that is about all. 
It would not be seriously claimed 
that they were the originators of 
the system they present. 
A few characteristic differences be­ 
tween the various authors may be of 
interest. 
Graham is the shortest but the 
hardest to learn. He has more bre­ 
vity than is needed, arid his system is 
too difficult for most jieople. 
It is 
quite perfect in what may lie termed 
the mathematical sense; but thereare 
so many fine turns and delicately 
contrived characters iii his reporting 
sytle, that jiersofis only who are 
hard students and possess consider­ 
able artistic abilility are capable of 
making a success of it. 
Munson* of New York, is a clear und 
popular ant hor. 
Scotts Bro wne, editor oftlie Report­ 
ers’ Journal, is an old teacher and 
an acute writer on th** theory and 
practice of short-hand. 
Longley, of California, sticks pretty 
close to the Pitman, and his books 
are clearly written, and unusually 
well suited to the purpose of instruc­ 
tion. 
Watson, of Maryland, has produc­ 
ed an exceptional book, both in re ­ 
gard to the originality of its princi­ 
ples, and the novelty of its teaching. 
Lindsay, author ot Takigraphy, 
transforms tin* system completely, 
making use of the old Pitman mat­ 
erial in constructing what is known 
as the connective vowel system. 
His 
corresponding st yle is easy to read 
and quickly learned, but being too 
slow tor reporting purposes, is not 
popular.

“ Reporters’s Companion,” about one 
hundred and forty-five thousand cop­ 
ies; th e ‘Manual.’ four hundred and 
seventy-five thousand: the Teacher.” 
nearly one and a quarter million. He 
also published a dictionary,a phrase 
hook, and various lesser works. His 
weekly Journal numbers 2(UHX> sub- 
scribers. This, however, does not con­ 
vey an adequate idea of the extent 
to which the system of which he is 
the 
chief originator 
has spread 
abroad. 
Various teachers and au­ 
thors. embracing Mr. Pitman’s own 
brothers and sons, have published 
books, many of w hich have met with 
a large sale. The manual of Benn 
Pitman, 
the chief 
American 
au­ 
thor, has sold to the extent of about 
400,000 copies. The Pitman system, 
as a whole, iu its present state of 
perfection, is a growth the result of 
almost countless experiments marie 
by 
conscientious 
workmen 
and 
thoughtful writers. 
Each author 
has to some extent modified his ow n 
original presentation of the system; 
but none, perhaps, have made so 
many changes as Mr. Pitman himself. 
One of the inevitable consequences of 
this gradual devclopements is that 
reporters who learned ten, twenty, 
or thirty years ago, write the system 
somewhat differently from each other, 
and a style differing also from the 
system us it is taught today. The 
system as presented by the inventor 
is that most employed in England 
and the British Provinces. The Benn 
Pitman system is the one most fob 
lowed in America. 
A SCIENTIFIC SYSTEM. 
To be broadly capable, readily ac­ 
quired and easily remembered, a 
short hand system must be scientific 
—not merely expeditious. A collec­ 
tion of arbitrary expedients, if suffi­ 
ciently large, may serve for repro­ 
ducing ordinary discourse; but the 
inventiveness of the reporter, or the 
old cumbersome long-hand, must be 
resorted to when newly coined words, 
unusual 
proper names, technical 
terms or provincialisms, are encoun­ 
tered. 
A system, to be scientific, 
must have a basis of principle; be so 
related to known sciences as to be 
quickly apprehended: so facile as to 
lie equal to any emergency of speed, 
dialect, borrowed words or foreign 
name or accent. The Pitman phon­ 
ography meets these requirements. 
No rn at ter w Ii a t ch a ages the la ngu age 
may undergo, it will be impossible 
for it to extend beyond tile capabili­ 
ties of this far-reaching system. It 
is adapted, first of all, to the human 
voice in general and, incidentally, to 
the English language in particular.

th * other side of Battiin's hay the 
Esquimaux not long ago often went to 
Cape Sabine, where Or. * ley s party 
passed their last winter, hut they 
have not been heard of no fur north 
for .-oiiie years. On Banks Land 
McClure found very old remains of 
Esquimaux huts, hut the natives 
south of Banks l and had not even 
any traditions of people living so 
j far north, and the natives of Wollas- 
| ton Land, who would Im* most likely 
I to go there to hunt, have said they 
| never go north 
of Prince Alla*rt 
I sound, which is far southeast of 
| Banks Land. These facts point not 
I mon* to the southerly retreat of the 
I Esquimaux than to the gradual ex- 
| traction of the race. 
Even in south­ 
west Greenland, where under Danish 
rub th** hard lot of the natives has 
b<***n considerably ameliorated, they 
are barely keeping up their numbers. 
—New York Sun. 


Tin* Seven Wrise Men, 
Most people have heard of tin 
seven wise men of Greets?,” but very 
few know who they were or how they 
came to be called so. 
Here is th** story of them ami the 
moral of it is worth remembering ii 
their names are not: 
The seven wise men of Greece ore 
supposed to have lived in the fifth 
century before Christ. Their names 
are Pittocus, Bias. Solon, Tholes, 
Chiton, Cleo bust us and Relaunder. 
The reason of their being called 
"wise” is 
given 
differently 
by 
authors, dut the most approved ac­ 
counts state that as some Coo us 
were fishing, certain strangers from 
Miletus brought whatever should be 
in the nets without seeing it. 
When the nets were drawn in they 
were found to contain a golden tripod 
which Helen, as she sailed from Troy, 
is supposed to have thrown there. 
A dispute arose lietween the fisher­ 
men and the strangers as to whom 
it lielonged, arid as they could not 
agree, they took it to the Temple of 
Apollo, aud consulted the priestess 
as to what should tie done with it. 
She said it must lie given to the 
wisest man in Greece, and it was ac­ 
cordingly sent to Thales, who de­ 
clared that Bias was wiser, and sent 
it to him. 
Bias sent it to another one and so 
on, until it had passed through the 
hands of all the men, afterwards dis­ 
tinguished by the title of the “Seven 
Wise Men,” and as each one claimed 
that some one was wiser than he, it 
finally was sent to the Temple of 
Apollo, where itstill remains to teach 
the lesson that the wisest are tin 
most distrustful of their wisdom. 


Tile Dovil Cast Out by Science, 
Conscientious men still linger on 
who find comfort in holding fast to 
some shred of the old belief in dia­ 
bolical possession. The sturdy de­ 
claration in thelast century by John 
Wesley, that “giving up witchcraft 
is giving up the Bible.” is echoed 
feebly in the latter half of this cen­ 
tury by the eminent Catholic ecclesi­ 
astic in France w ho declares that 
“to deny possession by devils is lo 
charge Jesus and his apostles with 
imposture,” and asks. 
“How can 
the testimony of apostles, fathers of 
the church, and saints who saw' the 
possessed 
and 
so 
declared, 
be 
denied?” And a still fainter echo 
lingers in Protestant England. But, 
despite this conscientious opposition, 
science has in 
these latter days 
steadily wrought hand in hand with 
Christian charity in this field, to 
evolve a better future for humanity. 
The thoughtful physician and the 
devoted clergyman are now con­ 
stantly seen working together; aud 
it is not too much to expect that 
Satan, having been cast out of the 
asylums, will ere long disappear from 
monasteries and camp meeting,even 
in the most unenlightened region of 
Christendom.—Dr. Andrew D. White 
in Popular Science Monthly.

Teeth are just as easily starved to 
ieath as the stomach. In one way 
it is a blessing to have been born of 
poor parents. What food the poor 
spve their children is of the variety 
that goes to make strong bones and 
teeth. It is the outside of all the 
grains, of all cereal foods, that con­ 
tains the carbonate and phosphate 
of lime and traces of other earthy 
salts which nourish the bony tissue 
and build the frame up. 
If we do net furnish to the teeth of 
the young that pabulum they re­ 
quire, they cannot possibly be built 
up. It is the outside of corn, oats, 
barley and the like, or the bran so­ 
called, that we sift away and feed to 
the swine, that the teeth actually re­ 
quire for their proper nourishment. 
The wisdom of man has proven his 
folly, shown in every succeeding gen­ 
eration of teeth, which become more 
fragile and weuk. 
These* flouring 
mills are working destruction upon 
the teeth of every man. woman and 
child who partakes of their fine bolt­ 
ed flour. They sift out the carbon­ 
ate und the phosputes of lime in or­ 
der that they may provide that fine 
white flour which is proving a whit­ 
ened sephulchere to teeth. 
Oatmeal is one of the liest foods 
for supplying the teeth w ith nourish­ 
ment. It makes the dentine, cemen­ 
tum aud enamel strong, flint-like, 
and able to resist all forms of decay. 
If you have children, never allow any 
white bread upon your table. Bread 
made of whole wheat ground, not 
bolted, so that bran which contains 
the minute quantities of lime is pres­ 
ent, is lies!. To make a good, whole­ 
some, nourishing bread, take two 
bowls of w heat meal and one bowl of 
white or bolted flour and make by 
the usual process. Nothing is supe­ 
rior to brown bread for bone and 
tooth building. This is made out of 
rye meal and corn meal. 
Baked 
beans, too, have a considerable sup­ 
ply of these lime salts and should lie 
on your table, hot or cold, three 
times a week. 
In blushing the 
teeth always brush up and down 
from the gum instead of across, 
and on the grinding surface of the 
teeth.

The W ay Lynch Law is Administered 
on the Frontier. 
One of the most thrilling mimic 
scenes ever portrayed under canvass 
is the pursuit, capture and execution 
of a horse-thief according to the un­ 
written code 
of 
frontier justice, 
pictured on the immense quarter-mile 
hippodrome track of the Forepaugh 
and Wild West Combined Shows. 
The moving “picture” from be­ 
ginning to end is vividly real. A 
trapper, weary with his long ride 
across the prairie, tethers his horse 
and, throwing 
himself 
upon the 
ground, falls into a deep sleep. 
Pre­ 
sently from a neighboring clump of 
bushes, where he has been hiding, a 
hang-dog-looking fellow comes sneak­ 
ing across the plain, steals noiselessly 
up to the trapper’s horse, cuts his 
lariat, bounds on the animal’s back 
and dashes across the prairie. 
Away 
he goes, like the wind; but suddenly, 
as he furtively looks back, he sees 
rising into view from behind a knoll 
which has hidden them from sight a 
band of scouts and cowboys. Their 
practiced eye instantly take in the 
situation, and uncoiling their lassoes 
and digging their rowels into their 
mustangs they start in pursuit The 
scene now becomes exciting. The 
horse-thief make's desperate efforts to 
get away, but the horses of the pur­ 
suers are fresh, and presently a long 
thin lasso begins to whirl around the 
head of the foremost rider in the band 
and flying out unerringly settles over 
the fugitive’s head. 
By a dexterous 
movement of the arm he throws it | 
off; but almost instantly a second lasso 
settles over his head and pinions his 
arms to his body; its owner jerks it 
taut, and quick as a flash the thief is 
dragged from his horse and aud 
thrown to the ground. Then, with 
wild yells, the band turns and heads 
for the tree under which the trapper 
is sleeping, dragging the captive, still 
fast to the noose of the lasso, at full 
length along the ground. 
The mys­ 
tery is how he manages to live until 
the tree is reached. Chi arriving, no 
time is lost. A lariat is thrown over 
a convenient branch, a noose is placed 
around the prisoner’s neck and the 
other end is fastened to the pommel 
of a cowboy’s saddle. At the word 
the cowboy spurs his mustang and 
the condemned man shoots up into J 
the air. After his body has been 
riddled with bullets it is cut down 
and carried away, and Judge Lynch 
is satisfied. 
This graphic picture of frontier 
justice creates the wildest kind of 
j enthusiasm, which is only equaled by 
I the sensation produced by the enact­ 
ment of Custer’s Last Battle, in which 
fully two hundred scouts, soldiers, 
cowboys and Ogallala Sioux Indians 
participate. Already votaries of the 
sawdust circle hereabouts are on the 
tip-toe of expectancy over the coming 
§ j of the illustrious Forepaugh Wild 
7 ; West combination, which will give 
only one performance at Brainerd, j 
and that on the afternoon of Thun 
day, August 8th.

The Way Lynch Law i s Administered 
on the Frontier. 
One of the most thrilling mimic 
scenes ever portrayed under canvass 
is the pursuit, capture and execution 
of a horse-thief according to the un­ 
written code 
of 
frontier justice, 
pictured on the immense quarter-mile 
hippodrome track of the Forepaugh 
and Wild West Combined Shows. 
The moving “picture” from be­ 
ginning to end is vividly real. 
A 
trapper, weary with his long ride 
across the prairie, tethers his horse 
and, throwing 
himself 
upon the 
ground, falls into a deep sleep. 
Pre­ 
sently from a neighboring clump of 
bushes, where he has been hiding, a 
hang-dog-looking fellow comes sneak­ 
ing across the plain, steals noiselessly 
up to the trapper’s horse, cuts his 
lariat, bounds on the animal’s back 
and dashes across the prairie. 
Away 
he goes, like the wind; but suddenly, 
as he furtively looks back, he sees 
rising into view from behind a knoll 
which has hidden them from sight a 
band of scouts and cowboys. 
Their 
practiced eye instantly take in the 
situation, and uncoiling their lassoes 
and digging their rowels into their 
mustangs they start in pursuit 
The 
scene now becomes exciting. 
The 
horse-thief makes desperate efforts to 
get away, but the horses of the pur­ 
suers are fresh, and presently a long 
thin lasso begins to whirl around the 
head of the foremost rider in the barid 
and flying oat unerringly settles over 
the fugitive’s head. 
By a dexterous 
movement of the arm he throws it 
off; but almost instantly a second lasso 
settles over his head and pinions his 
arms to his body; its owner jerks it 
taut, and quick as a flash the thief is 
dragged from his horse and and 
thrown to the ground. 
Then. with 
wild yells, the band turns and heads 
for the tree under which the trapper 
is sleeping, dragging the captive, still 
fast to the noose of the lasso, at full 
length along the ground. 
The mys­ 
tery is how he manages to live until 
the tree is reached. 
On arriving, no 
time is lost. 
A lariat is thrown over 
a convenient branch, a noose is placed 
around the prisoner’s neck and the 
other end is fastened to the pommel 
of a cowboy's saddle. 
At the word 
the cowboy spurs his mustang and 
the condemned man shoots up into 
the air. 
After his body has been 
riddled with bullets it is cut down 
and carried away, and J udge Lynch 
is satisfied. 
This graphic picture of frontier 
justice creates the wildest kind of 
enthusiasm, which is only equaled by 
j the sensation produced by the enact­ 
ment of Custer’s Last Battle, in which 
fully two hundred scouts, soldiers, 
cowboys and Ogallala Sioux Indians 
participate. 
Already votaries of the 
sawdust circle hereabouts are on the 
tip-toe of expectancy over the coming 
of the illustrious Forepaugh-Wild 
West combination, which will give 
j only one performance at Brainerd, 
and that on the afternoon of Thurs­ 
day, August 8th.
